INVERMARK’S SIRE RECORD 


Invermark’s first crop was foaled in 1941. In this crop he had six starters, 
with four winners, one placed, and one unplaced. Fort Ben was the best. He 
won five races at two, three races and twice placed at three, from nine starts. 
Fort Ben was a horse of excellent speed which he carried up to 1 1/16 miles in 
close to record time. In the 1944 Hollywood Park Meeting in California, Fort 
Ben ran in allowance handicaps and stakes, and was handicapped 126 pounds 
against Bric A Bac’s 124 pounds, both three-year-olds. Fort Ben broke a small 
bone in his foot in 1945. (Bric A Bac won the $50,000 San Juan Capistrano 
Handicap at 11% miles, in 1945). 


Invermark’s second crop was foaled in 1942. He had thirteen starters, 
11 winners. Five won at two, including Rivermark, winner of 4 races and 
Inverette winner of 2 races, 5 times placed in her first nine starts, running only 
in maiden, allowance and stake races. 


Invermark’s third crop was foaled in 1943, 2-year-olds of 1945. From six 
starters he has four winners and two placed second. Pana Tapper won her first 
two starts, equaling a track record in her second, and placed in stakes. Pere 
Markette won three races, and was beaten a nose in the $5,000 Alsab Handicap 
at Detroit. Naval Base won at Jamaica, beating a high-class field. Our Sensa- 
tion won and placed second twice and third once at Garden State Park. In- 
verine placed second twice and third once in her first three starts in high-class 
fields at Washington Park. Good Pasture placed second in her second start 
at Delaware Park. 


Invermark’s total stud record to date reads: 25 starters—19 winners—3 
placed—and 3 unplaced. 


Invermark was a stakes winner of 15 races and greatly resembles in con- 


formation and disposition his sire *,Teddy, whose sons dominate the American 


Sires List today. His dam and grandam were good race mares and good pro- 
ducers and he is as well-bred as any son of *Teddy in the world. He comes 
from Galopin’s Branch of the No. 3 Family.

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Racing, Breeding 
And Income Tax

HE United States Supreme Court, in an opin- 

ion rendered late in 1943, said of income tax 
law “no other branch of the law touches human 
activities at so many points.” As with other in- 
dustries, its impact has been felt by breeding and 
racing in all its phases. 

It is the purpose of this brief summary to touch 
upon its effect on the purchase and sale of blood- 
stock. 

PURCHASES OF HORSES 

Assuming the buyer is in the business of racing 
or breeding horses, he must capitalize the pur- 
chase price of a yearling, mare, stallion, or older 
horse and recover such purchase price by annual 
deductions for depreciation, which means the ex- 
haustion of the animal by use in racing or breed- 
ing and by efflux of time. If a buyer races horses 
only and does not breed them, this cost is deduct- 
ible over the animal’s racing life. Examples are: 

A buys a 2-year-old race horse or mare for 
$100,000. He estimates the horse will race until 
seven years old. A deducts $25,000 a year on his 
tax return for four years. Since the first dollar 
of income above $100,000 is taxed at 92 per cent 
and the first dollar above $150,000 at 93 per cent, 
it follows that, if A has a corporate salary of 
$200,000 a year under a long term contract and if 
present tax rates continue for five years, the net 
cost of the horse to A will be not over $8,000. If 
the animal wins an amount in excess of the ex- 
pense of racing it, A can also keep seven per cent 
of the net amount won. If A keeps the animal at 
least six months and sells him, he will be taxable 
on the profit from the sale at 25 per cent or he can 
deduct the loss in full, under section 117 (j) of 
the Internal Revenue Code. 

However, if A breeds horses and retires the 
animal to stud, he must add the animal’s stud life 
to the racing life in computing his depreciation 
deduction and, in such case, will only be able to 
deduct 6 per cent of the cost ($100,000), or $6,000 
each year. Also, if the animal is a stallion, he 
must pay income tax at high rates on stud fees 
received. 

If Mr. A buys a yearling, the same principles 
apply. A $30,000 yearling, in the assumed exam- 
ple, will actually cost him $2,100, provided he does 
not engage in breeding, in which case no one 
knows if he will live as long as the yearling or 
what tax rates will be so far in the future. 


SALES OF HORSES 

A breeder of yearlings for the market is denied 
the benefit of the 25 per cent capital gains rate by 
sections 117 (a) and (j) of the Revenue Code, 
which exclude from the benefit of the 25 per cent 
tax rate “property held by the taxpayer primarily 
for sale to customers in the ordinary course of his 
business.” This means that after breeder B’s 
sales exceed $100,000, after all his expenses, if 
Mr. A bought the above named yearling for 
$30,000 from breeder B’s consignment, the net to 
breeder B was $2,400. Small wonder he may pre- 
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fer to hold some of his best fillies out of the sale, 
race them and thereafter sell a filly and pay 25 
per cent of the profit. Fortunate is the breeder 
who is forced to take back a yearling which he de- 
velops into a top-notch racer. 

Much is written today about the big profits 
reaped by breeders due to high yearling prices, 
The writers overlook that, if a breeder had a net 
profit of $300,000, the income tax leaves him only 
$43,000, and, if he had a million profit, would 
leave only $100,000. 

The right to pay the 25 per cent on property 
used in a taxpayer’s business (other than stock in 
trade) turns on whether taxpayer holds it “pri- 
marily for sale to customers in the ordinary 
course of his business.” If he holds the horse 
primarily for racing or breeding purposes and 
has owned him six months, he may sell and have 
the benefit of the 25 per cent tax under section 
117 (j). The same section allows him to deduct 
any loss on a sale in full. 


StuD FEES 


While high taxes continue, the owner of a fash- 
ionable stallion has to pay in taxes most of the 
money he receives in stud fees. Consequently, he 
may consider it good policy to make the stud fee 
low on the theory that a low fee will give a wider 
selection of mares and that, when the produce of 
these mares are making Turf records, taxes will 
be lower and he can then increase the stud fee. 


THE CORPORATION 


The corporate normal tax is 40 per cent and the 
excess profits tax 95 per cent of the amount by 
which the net income exceeds 95 per cent of the 
1936-1939 average net income. ($10,000 of in- 
come is exempt from profits tax, which exemption 
is raised to $25,000 in 1946.) However, because 
of the overall 80 per cent limitation of section 710 
of the Code and the 10 per cent post-war refund 
of excess profits tax, the highest rate of tax a cor- 
poration can pay is 72 per cent of its income so 
that a corporation stud can keep at least 28 per 
cent of the profit it gets from yearlings and a 
corporate racing stable can keep at least 28 per 
cent of net winnings but, if there are losses, bene- 
fits less than an individual taxpayer, who may de- 
duct losses from income from other sources in the 
94 per cent tax bracket. Also, its stockholders 
must vay tax on dividends and section 102 im- 
poses a heavy penalty on a corporation failing to 
declare dividends to avoid surtax on its share- 
holders. If this is strictly enforced, there will be 
no tax benefit from a corporation except that the 
1942 amendment disallowing deduction of losses 
where they have exceeded $50,000 a year for five 
years does not apply to a corporation. 


OTHER OBSERVATIONS 


In the past the Treasury, while insisting on a 
tax on racing and breeding profits, has attempted 
to deny the deduction of such losses. After the 
attempt failed before The Tax Court and in three 
Circuit Courts of Appeal, it appealed to Con- 
gress to deny such deductions by legislation. The 
farthest Congress was willing to go was to pro- 
vide in section 130 of the 1943 Act that, if an in- 
dividual (it does not apply to a corporation) sus- 
tained business losses of $50,000 a year for five 
consecutive years, the deductions should be disal- 
lowed and the tax for such years recomputed. 

The argument was made that wealthy men were 
racing largely at Government expense but the 
amendment was really aimed at a wealthy news- 
paper owner. No mention was made of the fact 
that in many cases where a yearling buyer de- 
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ducts 90 per cent of the cost of a yearling, the 
seller pays 90 per cent thereof in tax and in such 
ease there is no loss to the revenue. 

Also, some men in racing, who were named, 
have such large fortunes that they cannot spend 
all the principal during their lifetime but can and 
will spend some of it to race, even if such deduc- 
tions were disallowed. Also, a substantial part of 
their fortunes are in bonds exempt from income 
tax. Their estates are in the 77 per cent death 
tax bracket and hence the Treasury will eventual- 
ly get in estate tax 77 per cent of what they do 
not currently pay in income tax. 

Meanwhile expenditures for racing provide em- 
ployment for thousands, recreation for hundreds 
of thousands, and millions in taxes for the state 
governments.

Bigger Stakes in Chicago 


The six early-closing stakes to be offered in 
1946 by the Arlington Park and Washington Park 
Jockey Clubs will have their added money in- 
creased, according to Benjamin F. Lindheimer, 
executive director of both associations. 

The added money for the Arlington Classic and 
American Derby, both for 3-year-olds, has been 
increased from $50,000 to $60,000. The Arlington 
and Washington Park Futurities, which this sea- 
son had added values of $30,000, will be increased 
to $35,000 next year. The two filly stakes for 2- 
year-olds, the Arlington Lassie and the Princess 
Pat Stakes, have been upped from $20,000 to 
$25,000 in added money. 

Nominations for all six stakes close on Novem- 
ber 15 and there will be no supplementary entries.

gel of the people in racing by now are aware 
that in its issue of October 22 the magazine 
Life carried a strangely twisted and unsophisti- 
cated editorial condemning the race horse and his 
demoralizing effect upon the country. 

A great many of them are aware that in his 
column of November 2 the Washington columnist 
Drew Pearson, warm personal enemy of nearly 
everybody he has ever noticed in the nation’s 
capital, included the following items to document 
his case that “what burns men up is to see trans- 
portation squandered by officers while they are 
powerless to get home”: 

1. A total of 650 German horses were loaded on 
the S. S. Stephen Austin at Bremerhaven for trans- 
portation back to Fort Riley, Kan., the Army’s cavalry 
school. Many of them were race horses. Not only 
did the horses take up valuable space on a ship 
which could have carried G. I.’s, but an airplane-load 
of brass hats flew across the Atlantic from Fort Riley 
to make sure their steeds got safely aboard. The 
boys who loaded the horses remained on in Ger- 
many... . 

4. At San Mateo, Calif., two race horses were 
flown from Los Angeles. This was a commercial 
trip, but the boys overseas wonder why airplanes 
can be spared for such unessentia! travel when they 
can't be spared for them. 

The heading on the article, as it appeared in 
the Lexington Leader, was: “Horses, not soldiers, 
rode back on ship.” How many of Pearson’s 
millions of readers read the same heading we 
don’t know, but all of them were exposed to the 
same text. 

The fact is there weren’t 650 horses; there were 
153. If the cargo space they took up had been 
used for soldiers, the soldiers and Pearson too 
probably would have been madder than if they 
waited for better accommodations, since it was 
a rough 20-day trip which would have had the 
boys hanging over the rail most of the time. There 
wasn’t a plane-load of brass hats flown across 
the Atlantic to get them aboard, but one officer— 
a very good one, with a distinguished record and 
with judgment about as sound as that of any 
columnist we ever heard of.

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The reference to the flight of two horses from 
one California track to another was a gratuitous 
reflection on a number of people, including the for- 
mer members of the famous Flying Tigers who 
organized the experimental flight. But Pearson 
says “the boys overseas wonder... .” The prin- 
cipal recreation of the more volatile newspaper 
men nowadays seems to be making sure that the 
boys overseas are provided with plenty of things 
to wonder about. 


We don’t know why the Army shipped horses 
from Germany, though we are confident there was 
nothing particularly shameful about it. Certainly 
it didn’t ship them here to be raced. 


But to the people of racing the important mes- 
sage in the Life editorial and the Pearson column 
was not the printed text but the sudden flame of 
anger against the horse, and by implication 
against racing. Read between the lines: 


During the war the American people pulled 
together very well indeed. Now they are 
pulling apart. They pulled together not be- 
cause they had settled the ordinary issues 
which rise between groups, but because they 
set these issues aside for the more important 
task of winning the war. Now there is an 
accumulation of misunderstanding because of 
(a) the lack of full discussion in the last four 
years and (b) the accelerated pace of a ner- 
vous world. Inevitably a large proportion of 
the press is going to fertilize and encourage 
this misunderstanding. 

The succession of developments seems in- 
evitable. (1) Because some groups have been 
separated from others, insofar as the ex- 
change of information and ideas is concerned, 
there will be misunderstanding, distrust, 
anger. (2) Issues will become confused, peo- 
ple will seek to avoid facing them squarely. 
(3) Thwarted and angered, the contestants 
will be prompted subconsciously to look for 
a scapegoat, something to vent their wrath 
upon. (4) Racing, because of its peculiar 
nature, is now elevated high above its usual 
stature. (5) What a wonderful target! 


Re-read Life’s editorial. Re-read Pearson. This 
time don’t get mad at them, never mind what’s 
right and logical, just study the reaction. Study 
the chances of other such reactions.

The Governor Bowie Handicap 


ALTIMORE, November 3.—Ben Jones was out 

of action all week with some variety of a cold, 
leaving the chores of the Calumet Farm stable 
mostly to his son, H. A. (Jimmy) Jones. Appar- 
ently this made no difference to Pot o’ Luck, 
which added the Governor Bowie Handicap to an 
already considerable string of successes, and, 
whether you care or not, is this department’s 
personal choice as the best 3-year-old colt of the 
season. For a while he didn’t exactly look like 
4 to 5, but he won decisively, giving weight to 
his field, including several older horses. This 
gives him five victories and some $140,000 for 
the season, and perhaps it is worth noting that 
his closest rival in earnings (among the 3-year- 
old colts), Fighting Step, was running for what 
part he could get of a $2,500 overnight purse. 

The race turned up a surprising performance 
from Concordian, a 3-year-old *Sickle gelding 
which began the season with the P. A. B. Widener 
stable but is now owned by B. A. Murphy. He 
went out of the gate in what looked like a suici- 
dal speed duel with Letmenow, and if the race 
had been five furlongs instead of a mile more 
they couldn’t have set about it any more serious- 
ly. The two were eight or ten lengths ahead of 
the others the first time past the finish, and Serv- 
ice Pilot, which was apparently in to make some 
sort of pace for Megogo, couldn’t get anywhere 
near them. 

Pot o’ Luck, which normally runs later, got 
into the affair after six furlongs, and when he 
was settled on the back stretch he uncorked a 
rush which took him to the front with five fur- 
longs to go. Letmenow had plenty and dropped 
out, but Concordian proved an unexpected Tar- 
tar. Mora, who was perhaps caught by surprise 
by the favorite’s charge, got his horse going 
again, and he took Pot o’ Luck around the turn 
in handsome style, apparently just as fresh as 
ever. There was a suspicion that he might cook 
the Chance Play colt and himself as well, but 
you don’t quite cook Pot o’ Luck at a mile and 
five furlongs. At the furlong-pole the favorite 
was getting past, and he drew clear at the end. 
But Concordian never stopped trying, and he was 
a surprisingly good second, well clear of Tryme- 
now, with the considerably improved Willing 
Spirit (with which I thought McCreary moved 
too soon) in fourth place. Concordian was, to be 
sure, getting 14 pounds from the winner; all the 
same he ran very well. He is, you may remem- 
ber, a half-brother to Peace Chance. He hasn’t 
been running at more than a mile and a sixteenth, 
and maybe distance is what he needs. 


First Blockade 


HE war put an abrupt end to timber racing, 

because the location of the courses made it 
flatly impossible to have any attendance during 
the gasoline shortage. You don’t make a timber 
horse in 60 days, either. So by way of beginning 
to get ready for next season’s hunt racing, which 
is to include a revival of the famed Maryland 
Hunt Cup, a new event was inaugurated Novem- 
ber 2 over a course just constructed at C. E. Tut- 
tle’s Caves Valley Farm in the Green Spring

Valley some 15 miles out of Baltimore. It was 
named the Blockade, for the most famous timber 
horse of at least recent years, whose outstanding 
feat was three successive victories in the Mary- 
land Hunt Cup, in 1938, 1939, and 1940. There 
was a good deal more than the name to flavor the 
inaugural of the new race, for Mr. Tuttle owned

A 
“Ogg peck may be permitted, but it isn’t advis- 
able 

The race was highly interesting, though the 
drama was not in the finish. There were six 
starters and only one got over the course with- 
out mishap, though two others were remounted 
to finish. The winner, to nobody’s surprise, was 
the ll-year-old Miltiades, a Rathbeale gelding 
owned by Arthur I. Meigs, and he had been jump- 
ing timber even before the war. This is a game

in any other branch of racing, and Miltiades 
handled his fences like the veteran he is. Even 
so he was a pretty tired horse, changing leads 
twice as he came to the last fence. 

He was ridden by Joe Ferguson, a youngster 
who had his first winner at the Rose Tree meet- 
ing a couple of weeks ago, and he was trained 
by Edward Cheston, himself a former amateur 
rider and a trainer of timber horses for a great 
many years. In spite of the fact that he was 
the only one to stand up, Miltiades didn’t have 
things entirely his own way, for Michael Smith- 
wick, who went off of William Ewing’s Iron 
Mould at the 12th. fence, was up again in a mat- 
ter of seconds, and though he couldn’t bring the 
winner to a challenge he finished some 10 lengths 
back. Fred Colwill remounted Cliftons Duke, 
which fell at the 11th, to be third. 

A rather surprising number of people—maybe 
1,500—turned out for the affair, and there was 
a general congratulatory air that timber racing 
was getting started again. This is a branch of 
the sport that the professional reformers can’t 
get at. There isn’t any betting to speak of— 
there was a gentleman about with whom I think 
aman might have made a wager, but he seemed 
to have very little business—there isn’t any 
purse, and to put the matter bluntly there isn’t 
any money in it anywhere. The only excuse you 
can have for owning a timber horse, or going 
to see a timber horse, is that you like the game. 


A Boost for Jumping 


S long as jumping horses are under consider- 

ation, it might be recorded here that Pim- 
lico has done about as much as anybody for the 
encouragement of steeplechasing. There is a no- 
tion in some quarters that you can take $10 in 
cash and $20 worth of prestige and buy a ton of 
hay. Harry Parr, who may have tried to buy hay 
sometime, doesn’t see it quite this way, or you 
wouldn’t have seen a $10,000 steeplechase stakes 
split into two divisions, as happened at Pimlico 
last week. Matt Daiger, who traded beads to 
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the Indians to obtain the land on which the track 
is built, could remember occasions when there 
were two steeplechases run on the same card, 
but nobody at all could remember when a jump- 
ing stakes had been split. Both divisions made 
good races, too, and if the objection is raised— 
as it is, sometimes—that the public isn’t much 
interested in steeplechasing, will you please ex- 
plain why that card brought out a week-day 
crowd which was a new record for the meeting. 
The public doesn’t bet as heavily on steeplechases 
as it does no flat races, but anyone who thinks it 
is not interested is just blind, and deaf. 

The shortage in riders, which is causing some 
concern on the flat, is even more acute in the 
jumping branch, all the more so since the stew- 
ards at Pimlico, reasoning that pulling violently 
on the reins is no way to get a horse at his best 
speed, set James McGovern down for the meeting 
on November 2. By way of doing something 
about this, the riding fees at Pimlico were raised 
to scale from $100 for a winner down to $50 for 
a loser (the previous scale was from $60 to $30), 
so a steeplechase rider would have a reasonable 
prospect of a living wage. To offset the addition- 
al expense to owners, the minimum steeplechase 
purse was raised from $2,500 to $3,300, so that 
after the increased fee is paid, the winning owner 
has $1,750 net, as against a previous $1,590. 

Of course I hear that money isn’t everything. 
But the notion here is that it usually helps. Pim- 
lico, which sets as much store by tradition as any- 
body, has found that it isn’t lessened at all by 
the biggest purses the track can afford. And you 
just can’t get away from it—it takes $30 in cash 
plus $20 in prestige to buy that ton of hay.

El Lobo arrived at Bay Meadows on the after- 
noon of Monday, October 22, amid as much fan- 
fare as had ever attended the coming of a cham- 
pion to a West Coast track. He and a stablemate 
had been flown from Hollywood Park at Los 
Angeles in the first shipment of Thoroughbreds by 
a commercial airline. They walked out of the 
plane calmly, posed for pictures, submitted to vet- 
erinary examination which showed they were 
quite normal, and otherwise behaved as if they 
felt an obligation to recommend air transport as 
highly as possible. 

On the following Saturday El] Lobo gave the 
new horse-freight airline the best recommendation 
possible. In the Burlingame Handicap at better 
than 18 to 1, he scored the first stakes victory of 
his career and gave a narrow beating to High 
Resolve, which on October 18 had equaled the 
world record of 1:22 flat in nosing out Prince 
Ernest in a_ seven-furlong race at Hollywood 
Park. The one-eyed High Resolve, favorite, under 
top weight of 127 pounds, was far back in the 
field in the early stages, while El] Lobo stuck close 
to the pace and took the lead on the turn. In the 
stretch he stood off War Allies and *Ended, then 
got to the finish before the fast-closing High Re- 
solve and Black Badge got to him. High Resolve, 
ridden by the veteran Charlie Corbett, ran an ex- 
cellent race, conceding 13 pounds to the winner 
and missing the victory by only a neck in a race 
run within four-fifths of a second of the track 
aoe Black Badge was a half-length farther

El Lobo (The Wolf) was bred by Mrs. Edwin 
Janss at the Janss family’s Conejo (rabbit) 
Ranch, Camarillo, Calif. He was one of seven 
weanlings, besides another one thrown in, which 
the Texas cowboy, radio crooner, and orchestra 
leader Stuart Hamblen bought for $2,500 from 
Conejo Ranch shortly after the Japs bombed 
Pearl Harbor. The horses were first turned over 
to a professional trainer, but when Mr. Hamblen 
found some of the stable help drunk one morning 
he decided to take them over. Most of them were 
later sold at a sharp profit, but Hamblen says he 
knew from the beginning that El Lobo was “our 
big horse.” Like many other California 2-year- 
olds of 1943, El Lobo was unraced that year, and 
he started only twice at three, winning one race. 
This season, however, the gelding showed steady 
improvement until he became one of the best 
sprinters on the West Coast. After each of El 
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Lobo’s six victories this season prior to the Bur- 
lingame Handicap, Mrs. Hamblen had bought a 
house with the winning purses and bets, as El 
Lobo has usually won at generous odds. He is 
the second stakes winner for his sire Boxthorn, 
which stands at Conejo Ranch. Boxthorn’s other 
stakes winner was Conejo, winner of the 1941 
Casa de Manana Hotel Stakes. In his 18 starts, 
El Lobo has been eight times first, once second, 
once third, for earnings of $31,170.

Add to the roster of 1946 Kentucky Derby pros- 
pects being compiled by long-distance selectors the 
Futurity winner Star Pilot, which qualified for 
consideration by winning the mile-and-70-yards 
Ardsley Handicap over Misleader, Marine Vic- 
tory, and five others. Carrying the highest weight 
shouldered by an Ardsley winner since Privileged

Misleader, on the pace in the early part of the 
race, dropped back from second to third when 
Marine Victory challenged in the stretch, but 
under strong urging came again and was just a 
head behind the winner at the end. 

Star Pilot, a $26,000 yearling purchase, also

Choosing an especially appropriate moment to 
stick his neck out, Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Stymie 
got up in the last two jumps of the $50,000 added 
Westchester Handicap to beat the Sunshine Sta- 
ble’s Buzfuz by a head and further gild the aura 
of glamor that has surrounded him since he joined 
the Jacobs stable. Already this season he had 
won the Brooklyn and Butler Handicaps, each 
with $50,000-added, and his annexation of the 
Westchester was just another instance of his pen- 
chant for heavy purses. 

At $3.75 to $1 he was second choice in the bet- 
ting to First Fiddle, which ran an unsparkling 
race, and at 125 pounds he was three pounds 
under the top-weighted Mulrenan star. Ridden 
by Bobby Permane, who usually draws the assign- 
ment of piloting the Jacobs colt, Stymie was away 
tenth in the field of ten, characteristically trailed 
the others until he felt that it was time to get 
going.

The Maryland Jockey Club’s sporting gesture in 
splitting the Jervis Spencer Steeplechase Handi- 
cap, with 15 overnight entries, was probably the 
first occasion a jumping stakes had been divided 
in this country.

In the second division of the stakes, Mrs, 
Clark’s Great Flare, running as an entry with 
Chesapeake, swerved over from his outside post 
position and almost knocked down half the field 
right after the start. Among the temporary suf- 
ferers was Mercator, which was nearly forced off 
the course. Fred Kratz, riding Great Flare, lost 


his stirrups and was thrown uninjured acter 
clearing the first jump. 
Mercator, the heavy favorite, managed to 


emerge unscathed to take the lead for another of 
his impressive front-running victories which will 
probably gain him first ranking among the 1945 
fencers. Carrying 153 pounds, eight more than 
he had previously borne successfully this season, 
the Annapolis gelding won by six lengths, as 
Floating Isle, his chief competitor for monetary 
honors, easily saved the place by five lengths over 
Lieut. Well, the rank outsider. 

Mercator’s triumphs this season include the 
Grand National and Chevy Chase Steeplechase 
Handicaps, besides a number of stakes placings. 
In his 3 starts, he has been ten times first (in- 
cluding six wins this season), nine times second, 
six times third, for earnings of $52,232.50. His 
1945 winnings now amount to $41,657.50, as com- 
pared with $30,890 won by Floating Isle, his near- 
est competitor.

ONDON, October 21 (By Air Mail).—The sea- 

son is nearly over, but we are having some 
fine racing to finish up with. We have just con- 
cluded the three-day Second October Meeting at 
Newmarket, with a major event for each day. 
Exceptionally fine, sunny weather added to the 
great enjoyment of the fixture, which attracted 
big crowds and some good horses. 


The big race on the first day, the Middle Park 
Stakes, brought out only a small field, which was 
a pity. There is a tendency nowadays for owners 
to retire their 2-year-olds in September, not al- 
ways for lack of opportunities; this may be all 
very well for those which have had a hard season, 
but it is an aspect of training lore with which not 
all will agree. However, one can not exclude the 
financial element of the question. Maybe if I had 
a valuable and unbeaten youngster, I would not 
go out of my way to risk him in a hard race 
which, after all, only one horse can win.

In 1925 Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort went to 
the Childwick Bury Study in England to buy 
a mare called Silver Bird for Marshall Field, 
if he liked her. He did not approve her for 
purchase, but noticed in the paddock a mare 
he did like, and bought her for 1,000 guineas. 
This was Black Ray, one of the best brood- 
mares of the century. The daughter of Black 
Jester—Lady Brilliant had raced twice as a 
2-year-old in 1921, won her first start, the 
Southport Two-Year-Old Stakes. Retired to 
the stud at three, she produced 19 foals in 19 
successive years. When Mr. Field purchased 
her she was carrying her fourth foal, *Sheet 
lightning, by Thunderer. 

After that she turned to gold. Her subse- 
quent foals included *Jacopo and *Foray II, 
both the top 2-year-olds of their years in 
England and later well known as sires in 
America, and the stakes winners Dark Bril- 
liance, Black Domino, Eclair, and Infra Red. 
Eclair and Infra Red were high-class fillies. 

When Marshall Field dispersed his English 
Thoroughbreds in 1942, four of Black Ray’s 
descendants were sold for a total of 15,000 
guineas (about $62,200): Infra Red for 5,000 
guineas, her full sister Eclair for 3,500, 
—_-* daughters Lady Electra and Vicenzia 
for 3,500 and 3,000 guineas respectively. 
Lady Electra, then unnamed, became the out- 
standing race mare in England. 

Eclair, purchased by the Mohammedan rul- 
er the Aga Khan, was in foal to Hyperion, 
and the foal she was carrying is now known 
as Khaled, unbeaten in his three starts in 
England this year and winner of the Middle 
Park Stakes, the season’s most important 
race for 2-year-olds. 

Next week at the Keeneland Fall Sales Mr. 
Field completes the dispersal of his Thor- 
oughbred breeding stock. Two daughters of 
Black Ray are among the mares he will offer, 
and Khaled has done his bit to enhance their 
value. Two of Eclair’s produce, both by 
Fairway, are now in America, the stallion 
*Piping Rock, which stands at Stadacona 
Farm in Maryland, and the 7-year-old mare 
*Celaeno, purchased this year by Com. H. F. 
Guggenheim from Isidore Bieber and now at 
Coldstream Stud, Lexington.

There had been some good betting on the race, 
especially in connection with the Irish filly Avoca, 
a grey daughter of Mr. Jinks, which, however, 
made no show at all. Avoca was a clear favorite 
at 6 to 1 against; the winner started at 25 to 1, 
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and the runners-up at 33 to 1 and 100 to 8 re- 
spectively. 

Interrupting my own story, Lady Crusader’s 
original weight was 94 pounds, her rider putting 
up four pounds of overweight. Now, anyone who 
had not seen the race might have said that, had 
she carried the 94 pounds instead of the 98, she 
must have won. She was ridden by about the 
best lightweight we have, A. (Midge) Richardson, 
and I am certain that no rider could have got 
more out of her. The only way she could have 
won the Cesarewitch would have been if the win- 
ner had carried more; Lady Crusader could not 
have won with less. 

Anyhow, she ran a splendid race and was only 
caught in the last few strides, so providing a fine 
thrill for the finish of so long and arduous a race. 
Paper Weight, carrying 119 pounds, proved him- 
self the best of the 3-year-olds at the weights by 
finishing fourth. Not far from him was the top- 
weight, Colonel Whitney’s 4-year-old, John Peel, 
which carried 133 pounds—a concession of 20 
pounds to the winner, 35 pounds to the second. 

Kerry Piper seems to have inherited his stam- 
ina rather from his sire than from his dam. He 
is a son of the Darby, St. Leger, and Irish 
St. Leger winner Trigo, which is of course a son 
of Blandford. The dam, Miss Scrope, was only a 
fair sort of race horse, but her dam, French Kiss, 
was a good mare and bred nine winners. I feel, 
however, that Trigo, with his strong infusion of 
St. Simon, must have most of the credit for the 
winner’s victory. Kerry Piper must be his best 
stayer to date. 


First Invader from France 


NUSUAL interest was attached to the Cham- 
pion Stakes, by reason of the challenge of the 
French horse Priam I]—the first French horse, I 
think, to have crossed the Channel since the fall 
of France. Almost as interesting as the result is 
the manner in which his owner and breeder, Mar- 
cel Boussac, managed to get him over. The story, 
as told me by a friend, is that the owner could not 
get permission from the French authorities to 
ship Priam, the chief excuse being that there were 
no ships. He straightaway went to Calais, where 
he found that at least one ship had room and to 
spare. Boussac then discovered, somewhere on 
the wharves, an old horse box belonging to the 
Southern Railway; he had this repaired and ob- 
tained permission to send it over as deck cargo. 

The sanction was finally obtained, but the Rail- 
way Company was not satisfied and insisted on 
seeing the box. If you please, the box had to be 
shipped to Dover for the company’s inspection. 
The O. K. was given, and back the box went to 
Calais for Priam to be put inside it. My friend, 
E. E. C., tells the story better than I do, but that 
is the gist of it. 

The moral of it is that business men have to 
fight with authority to get their business done and 
that M. Boussac—in that respect, at any rate— 
has proved himself a fighter. Needless to say, not 
one of the many animals which our own owners 
and breeders have in France has left those shores. 
I do not doubt that if any of them swam cross 
they would be sent back and heavy fines imposed 
on their owners. 

I bought a box of heart tablets for an old lady 
the other day. She just gobbled them up and 
asked for more. “No,” said the chemist, “you 
must bring the doctor’s prescription.” I walked 
to the doctor, got another prescription, presented 
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it, and got some more tablets. “May I have the 
prescription back, please?” I enquired. “No,” 
said the chemist. “You must get another if you 
want more. It is against the law.’ I had never 
heard of such a law before, and enquired what it 
was all about. The chemist shrugged his shoul- 
ders. “It is restriction number four,” he ex- 
plained. “Four hundred, four thousand, or four 
million?” says I. And so on. I mention this, not 
as being derogatory to the best country in the 
world, but as another example of some of the little 
difficulties its citizens have to endure. So please 
don’t be cross if your shipping orders are delayed. 

The best thing about the Champion Stakes is 
that Priam was beaten by the Cliveden-bred Court 
Martial, winner of the present season’s Two 
Thousand Guineas, and the best middle-distance 
horse in training. Court Martial had plenty to 
do and only got home by a whisker. His pedigree 
(Fair Trial—Instantaneous, by Hurry On) has 
been examined on a previous occasion. That of 
Priam, a fine, robust 4-year-old, is Pharis—Djesi- 
ma, by Asterus. He seems to be one of M. Bous- 
sac’s best horses, though not the very best. M. 
Boussae seems to have an enviable collection of 
horses in training, at least three more of which— 
Ardan, Marsyas, and Caracalla—are out of As- 
terus mares. 

Trustful (1924), by Bachelor’s Double—Cre- 
denda, by Cellini, died September 27. Dam of 
Scottish Union, ete. Her last offspring, a chest- 
nut colt by Fair Trial, was foaled February 20 
of this year.

HROUGH the racing of Friday, November 2, 

Samuel D. Riddle’s Man o’ War stallion War 
Admiral holds such a commanding lead in the 
race for premier sire honors in 1945 that it is all 
but impossible for any rival to threaten him in the 
last few weeks of the year, despite the fact that 
his leading money winner, Busher, is definitely 
out of action. War Admiral has already estab- 
lished a new world’s record for the earnings of 
the get of one stallion in one year, and his per- 
formance is the more noteworthy because, even 
if Busher’s earnings ($254,735 in first monies) 
were deducted from his total, he would still rank 
very near the top. 

Victory of Challenge Me in the $75,000 added 
Hollywood Gold Cup raised *Challenger II to 
second place on the list of sires, and War Admiral 
is now followed by a succession of five stallions 
imported from England—W. L. Brann’s *Chal- 
lenger II, the dead *Sickle, Coldstream Stud’s 
*Bull Dog, the syndicate-owned *Blenheim II, and 
C. V. Whitney’s *Mahmoud. After these comes 
Calumet Farm’s Chance Play, son of Fair Play, 
grandsire of War Admiral.

Longshot Sullivan 


From the mountains of eastern Kentucky the 
main contributions to the riders’ ranks in recent 
years have been the four Scurlock brothers— 
Donald, Ovie, Henry, and James—of Paintsville, 
county seat of Johnson County, in the Big Sandy 
River valley. At Churchill Downs last week an- 
other Kentucky mountain boy, 18-year-old Terry 
Sullivan, indicated he is on the way to making 
good in the saddle. The apprentice rode three 
winners—Tetramore, Epi-Queen, and Victory 
Play—in successive races, on November 1 at the 
Louisville course. Two of his winning mounts 
were longshots, Tetramore paying $53.80 and Vic- 
tory Play $40.40. 

Young Sullivan, who was born in Kettle Island, 
a small town in Bell County, learned to ride 
horses on his father’s farm in Laurel County. 
Last summer he was graduated from the novice 
school for riders conducted by the Detroit Racing 
Association. He had his first mount at Detroit on 
July 10 in a race restricted to novice riders who 
had not yet received their apprentice licenses. 
He won the race on the 8-tol Marcap. 

Sullivan’s half-brother George Adkins, who is 
now riding at Sportsman’s Park, encouraged him 
to become a jockey. Last winter at Miami, Sulli- 
van galloped Hoop, Jr., in his preparation for the 
Kentucky Derby. A large part of Sullivan’s rid- 
ing tutelage has come from Albert Johnson, noted 
jockey of other days, who brought him out.

Lou Smith Invited Out 


After Rockingham Park’s executive manager, 
Lou Smith, resigned, some weeks ago, as a direc- 
tor of the Monmouth Park Jockey Club, which 
has a conditional license for building a track at 
Oceanport, N. J., the tense political situation af- 
fecting racing in New Jersey appeared to ease 
considerably. Last week, however, the four-man 


New Jersey State Racing Commission, meeting 
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at Trenton, deferred final approval for the con- 
struction of the Oceanport track until Mr. Smith 


disposed of his stock in the Monmouth Park 
Jockey Club—said to be about $2,000 worth. 

Following the meeting, Commissioner Richard 
O’Dea of Paterson said, “We have every reason 
to believe that this will be brought to a satisfac- 
tory conclusion through the cooperation of Mr. 
Smith himself.” 

Just what was wrong with Lou Smith the com- 
mission did not say. The Newark Star-Ledger 
had attacked the Rockingham Park manager, and 
the commission had admitted it did not like the 
unfavorable publicity. It has stated no further 
grounds for its objections, but it has been very 
positive—it wants Smith all the way out.

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Lucien Lyne 
Still Winning 


By Alex M. Bower 


OMEWHERE between here and France is a 

race program bearing notes of a conversa- 
tion I had with Lucien Lyne at the Boitsfort track, 
just outside Brussels, in September. Since the 
Army’s redeployment machinery operated faster 
than anyone anticipated, here I am in Lexington 
and that race program,-which had been consigned 
to the mail along with other miscellany I was too 
lazy to carry with me, probably still is on a Lib- 
erty ship wallowing across the Atlantic at a gal- 
lant 12 knots. However, I remember enough of 
the session to report to Lucien’s friends in central 
Kentucky and elsewhere that he’s in excellent 
health, though somewhat deaf, and is training a 
good 3-year-old chestnut filly for Andre Breuval, 
a Brussels wine merchant. 


On this occasion Lucien had vanned the filly, 
named Quiprim (Chateau Bouscaut—Prime 
Croisse), from Paris to Brussels for a shot at the 
Grand Prix d’ Ostende, a 300,000-frane event 
which had attracted the best horses available. The 
Grand Prix has been one of the leading annual 
features at Ostende, a Belgian seacoast resort, 
but Ostende, like Dieppe and other seaside places, 
was hammered more than a little during the war 
and was not in condition to support a race meet- 
ing, so the Grand Prix was transplanted to the 
Boitsfort course. 


Lucien bought the filly for M. Breuval in France 
as a yearling. She won at two and three in France 
and this season was beaten only half a length in 
the Prix Penelope, a 300,000-franc race for 3-year- 
old fillies. In June of this year she won the 300,- 
000-frane Grand Prix de Bruxelles at Boitsfort, a 
victory particularly gratifying to her owner, since 
it was the headline event of his home-town racing 
program. 

The Kentucky-born trainer thought enough of 
her chances in the Grand Prix d’ Ostende to ship 
her from Paris, but the French truck he hired 
wasn’t licensed to operate in Belgium, so the filly 
had to be transferred to a Belgian van at the 
border. The new van wasn’t exactly suited to the 
job and the filly wound up with a torn and bruised 
hind ankle, not too serious but sore enough to 
keep her out of the race. Lucien was confident 
that she outclassed her competition in the Os- 
tende fixture, but preferred not to risk knocking 
her out permanently for the sake of winning a 
race. 

At the track with him that afternoon was Mrs. 
Lyne, a native of Brussels and a daughter of 
Adolph De Neuter, for many years busy and 
prominent on the Belgian turf. At the time of 
his father-in-law’s death, Lucien recalled, De 
Neuter had about 100 horses in his charge, edited 
Sport et Elevage, a leading Turf paper, and con- 
tributed to five other racing publications. 

Both Lucien and Mrs. Lyne were interned by 
the Germans, but Lucien was released some time 
before his wife. “IT was considered doubly sus- 
pect,” Mrs. Lyne explained. “Not only was I a 
Belgian by birth, but I was married to an Ameri- 
can, and the Germans thought they’d better keep

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a close watch on me.” She related, however, that 
the commandant of the camp where she was in- 
terned was interested in horse racing and made 
conditions somewhat easier for her. 

There are no barriers to shipping race horses 
between Belgium and France, according to Lyne. 
It is necessary to post sufficient bond to take care 
of import taxes, but the money is refunded if the 
horse is returned to the country of export within 
six months. When necessary, a time extension 
may be obtained. 

The former Kentuckian scored his first riding 
victory in 1900, at New Orleans, and retired from 
the saddle in 1939 after having brought in 1,875 
winners. He left America in 1903, going to Eng- 
land to ride for James R. Keene, and since then 
has spent the greater part of his time on the Con- 
tinent. Many of his mounts were horses trained 
by his father-in-law, who for 13 years managed 
the Turf affairs of King Alfonso of Spain. Lyne’s 
property in Belgium was confiscated by the Ger- 
mans and most of his records and scrap books 
have been lost, but he recalled that in Belgium 
alone he rode 205 winners in 603 mounts, a win- 
ning percentage of .294. 

Prior to his formal debut in 1900, he had ridden 
horses on the farm and as an exercise boy, but he 
declares that he really didn’t smarten up until 
1902, when Bob Smith gave him the mount on 
Articulate, at Chicago. “I was sweating it out 
before the race, desperately trying to figure out 
how to win with the horse, and had worked my- 
self into a fine case of nerves. Just before Smith 
was ready to boost me into the saddle I asked him 
for instructions, and he said, ‘Hell, just let him 
run. He knows more about the game than you 
do.” That’s just how it turned out, too, and we 
went on to win about 13 races with the old horse, 
at from 5% furlongs to a mile and a half. Learn- 
ing to relax on a horse and let him do some of the 
work was the best lesson I ever had.” 


Incidental Intelligence 


T the Office du Pur Sang in Paris, it was re- 

ported late in September that of five hundred 
French Thoroughbreds known to have been car- 
ried into Germany by the Nazis, only two actually 
have been returned to France. These are the stal- 
lions Pharis, owned by Marcel Boussac, and Mir- 
za (Mirza II in England), owned by the Aga 
Khan. The others are so hobbled with military 
government regulations and other red tape that 
nobody knows when they’ll be back home. In this 
group is the noted stallion Brantome, owned by 
Baron Edouard de Rothschild. Boussac’s Corrida,

one of the French Turf’s great mares, has not 
yet been found. 


Racing has been revived in Tunisia, North Af- 
rica, and a small export trade in Thoroughbreds 
has begun. The Office du Pur Sang recently 
shipped three head to Tunisia, via Marseilles, and 
had considerably more difficulty in obtaining 
passports for the accompanying groom than in 
getting clearance on the horses. 


After sweating out a term as supply sergeant 
in the medics, John M. Rector, young Lexington 
trainer recently discharged from the Army after 
four and a half years service, found his niche in 
Australia, where he was transferred to the Re- 
mount Service and assisted in breaking 3,000 
head of Australian range horses bought by us for 
use as pack artillery carriers. Most of them were 
by draft stallions out of cold-blooded range mares, 
and presented a nice problem in education, since 
they were muscular specimens between six and 
seven years old and didn’t know a man from a 
kangaroo. 

Stout ropes, heavy halters, and snubbing posts 
were the principal classroom implements until the 
animals became tractable enough to be introduced 
to pack saddles. Generally, they weren’t broken 
to ride, though John says that some Texans who 
assisted in the training used to jump on some of 
the tougher customers just for the hell of it. 
About a thousand head were sent to Burma and 
India. 

Along with Rector were Toby Trowbridge, who 
formerly worked for Henry Knight, and Robert 
Osborne, who used to work for J. J. Flanigan.

The Caulfield Cup 


‘ELBOURNE, October 22 (By Air Mail).— 
Purchased as a yearling for a trifling 90 
guineas, sold to a boot manufacturer, O. R. Por- 
ter, last October for 4,000 guineas, St. Fairy, 
carrying 126 pounds and ridden by the champion 
jockey A. Breasley, scored an outstanding tri- 
umph in the Caulfield Cup of £6,750 at Caulfield 
on Saturday, October 20. It was a great day for 
the 90,200 people who paid for admission into 
Caulfield to see the great race, as on the course St. 
Fairy was backed from 11-2 to 7-2 and gave 
Breasley his fourth successive win in this event. 
In winning the last four of the series of the 
Caulfield Cup, Breasley has set a record unlikely 
to be equaled. It was a chance ride for Breasley, 
as Darby Munro had been engaged for St. Fairy 
weeks ago and Munro was engaged on the under- 
standing that success would mean a bonus of 
£4,000 from Mr. Porter. 

However, Munro was smashed up in a fall at 
Randwick earlier this month and will be out of 
the saddle for three months. At the time Law- 
rence was still in the Caulfield Cup and Breasley 
had been retained for him for the complete spring 
season. However, the air was cleared a fortnight 
ago when A. H. Griffiths withdrew Lawrence from 
the Caulfield Cup this making the Melbourne Cup 
the sole mission of his great Law Maker horse. 
Mr. Porter snapped up Breasley in a flash and 
with remarkably happy results. 

Drawn No. 4 at the barrier in a field of 27, St. 
Fairy left the rails only for a few seconds to run 
round his stablemate Huntingdale on the turn, 
and, switching back to the fence, went on to win 
by a length and a quarter from Rainbird, a mare 
by The Buzzard, with another mare, Punctilia (by 
Lord Paramount), in third place. 

Fourth was Duntroon and fifth was Spearmain 
(by Manitoba), which was last at the three-fur- 
longs post and went outside of everything in the 
run home. 

Breasley admitted after the race that he had 
had a “miracle ride” on St. Fairy, running on 
the rail and escaping difficulty in such a huge 
field. The 1% miles was carved out in the smart 
time of 2:29%, but this was still a long way off 
the race record of 2:27°4, standing to the credit of 
the 1935 winner Palfresco (by Son o’ Mine). 

Huntingdale (by Solar Bear) made most of the 
running in the Cup with St. Fairy always tucked 
in on the rails in a handy position. At no stage 
of the race did interference of any kind threaten 
the prospects of St. Fairy, but Rubontine, old 
Tranquil Star, Bootle, and the Sydney hope Silver 
Link all met with their share of trouble and Sil- 
ver Link (by Brueghel) is now more popular for 
the Melbourne Cup as a result of his unlucky run 
on Saturday. Duntroon (by Enfield) led a fur- 
long from home, where St. Fairy was charging at 
a great rate along the rails while Rainbird and 
oe ge were prominent in the centre of the 
track. 

Rainbird got her head in front half a furlong 
from home, causing great glee among the Adelaide 
Visitors, but Breasley was waiting for the last 
run on the favorite and so well did St. Fairy an- 
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swer that the chestnut had the race won in the 
next thirty yards. Spearmain did best of the un- 
placed division and with better luck should at 
least have been placed. 

It is estimated that St. Fairy’s win cost course 
bookmakers at least £80,000 on Saturday and with 
pre-post betting which went on since July thrown 
in, the pay-out at the settling today will be more 
than £200,000. It is claimed by leading doubles 
bookmakers that the St. Fairy-Lawrence double 
has been supported for nearly £250,000. 

Lawrence treated St. Fairy like a hack in a 
weight for age race at Caulfield on October 13 
and as St. Fairy a week later won the Caulfield 
Cup—the first “leg” of the two cups double—it is 
not surprising that Lawrence is almost unback- 
able at 2 to 1 for the Melbourne Cup, to be run on 
November 6. 

Bookmakers are in trouble but that is not wor- 
rying the punters as the boot usually is on the 
other foot. Breasley is to ride Lawrence in the 
Melbourne Cup and he certainly looks like com- 
pleting the double. St. Fairy has been penalized 
seven pounds for the Melbourne Cup, making his 
weight 128 pounds, while Lawrence has 132, but 
Lawrence should make short work of him, good 
horse that St. Fairy has shown himself to be. 

St. Fairy is by imported St. Magnus from the 
Heroic mare Fairy Princess, and Fairy Princess 
cost only 90 guineas as a yearling in Sydney.

Apart from the Caulfield Cup on Saturday, 
most interest centered in a new race, the Caulfield 
Spring Stakes, a weight for age race of six fur- 
longs. With the all-conquering Breasley in the 
saddle, the 3-year-old Royal Gem, son of Dhoti 
(by Dastur) and the Oaks winner French Gem, 
by Beau Fils, won as he liked in the smart time of 
1:11%. Royal Gem is owned by George Badman, 
of Adelaide, whose former champion sprinter 
Aurie’s Star (by Stardrift) holds our record of 
1:08%4 for six furlongs. 


Top 3-Year-Olds in the Guineas 


ELBOURNE, October 15 (By Air Mail).— 

Our Spring racing season started in earnest 
at Caulfield on Saturday, October 13, and as the 
Caulfield Guineas, one of the best tests for the 3- 
year-olds, ended in a dead-heat between Royal 
Gem (by Dhoti) and Attley (by Portofino), with 
another brilliant colt, Don Pedro (by Gay Lo- 
thario), in third place in a peculiar race, we still 
are up in the air about which is the best of this 
age. 

Run over a mile and worth 2,600 guineas, the

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Pedro was the best of good things beaten. His 
usual rider, Heather, is under suspension for 
three months and the leading Sydney lightweight, 
Billy Cook, was substituted for him. Cook was all 
at sea on Don Pedro and probably never rode a 
worse race in an event of importance. 

He had Don Pedro, a huge, long-striding colt, 
in a poor position almost throughout the race and 
had only one runner behind him at the turn which 
is about two and a half furlongs from the finish. 
At that point, Breasley decided to sprint away on 
Royal Gem, but Attley was after him almost as 
quickly as this smart maneuver was put into play. 

Half-way down the straight, Attley headed 
Royal Gem but the latter fought back every re- 
maining inch, getting up in the very last stride 
to make the dead heat. Don Pedro made up a lot 
of ground to be in third place, just ahead of the 
A. J. C. Derby winner Magnificent (by Ajax), 
which cast a shoe during the race and therefore 
did better than his moderate fourth indicated. 

It was a grand race and the four best 3-year- 
olds in the country fought out the finish. They 
will not do so in the Victoria Derby on November 
3, as Royal Gem was scratched last month. Don 
Pedro hurt a heel during the race but it is nothing 
serious and he is still favorite for the Victoria 
Derby. It was a sound test as the pace was on all 
the way. Royal Gem and Attley ran the mile in 
1:36°%4, which is a track record for Caulfield for 
all time. Ajax (by Heroic) held the previous 
record of 1:37. 

No track in Australia is more heavily cushioned 
with grass than Caulfield and therefore the time 
of 1:36%4 is something outstanding. Caulfield has 
never been noted for really outstanding figures 
over any distance. 

Portofino and Dhoti until a few weeks ago were 
both at the Warlaby Stud (near Melbourne) of 
EK. A. Underwood, treasurer of the Victoria Rac- 
ing Club but on August 3 he sold Portofino at auc- 
tion for 3,500 guineas. Portofino had been at his 
new home in New South Wales only a matter of 
days when he died. He was by Sansovino and 
sired winners of more than £100,000 in Australia, 
including a Melbourne Cup winner in Colonus. 

Attley belongs to Mrs. Norman Sharpe, wife of 
a city business man, and is the first horse she has 
owned. He has won many races and on no fewer 
than four occasions Mrs. Sharpe has invested the 
stakes in war loans. 

George Badman, of Adelaide, one of those lucky 
men of the Turf that we do sometimes read about, 
owns Royal Gem, which he bred. He won the 
Oaks at Flemington with the dam, French Gem 
(by defunct Beau Fils). Don Pedro looks like 
winning the Victoria Derby, provided he suffers 
no serious harm from his injured heel. 


The Champion Continues 


AWRENCE gave us another sample of his 

outstanding class in winning the Caulfield 
Stakes, a w. f. a. race of nine furlongs (run in 
1:50%), in which he narrowly but effortlessly de- 
feated St. Fairy (by St. Magnus). 

Lawrence was always at odds-on and his owner, 
A. H. Griffiths, in one hand, laid £7,000 to £4,000 
on, followed by £3,000 to £2,000 on and £1,500 to 
£1,000 on. Now it is hard to get 3 to 1 about Law- 
rence for the Melbourne Cup, to be run on Novem- 
ber 6. 

If Lawrence goes to the post fit and well he 
should win this race without much trouble. If 
ever a horse looked a paper certainty for our 
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greatest race, this handsome son of Law Maker 
fills the bill. 

Lawrence merely loped along in the final fur- 
long to defeat St. Fairy by a neck but did it with 
such fluency and style that it was obvious he 
could have won by lengths if his rider, Breasley, 
had desired. 

Lawrence has now won his last three races in 
a row and looks like going through the spring the 
undefeated w. f. a. champion of Australia. The 
New Zealanders, Typhoon, First In, and Royal 
Flight, had their first races in Australia in the 
Caulfield Stakes but were hopelessly outclassed. 
It was a sad blow to New Zealand prestige to see 
the best of their horses treated like so many 
hacks. 

In fact, Typhoon finished last and immediately 
his connections packed up and started the long 
trek home for something easier than Lawrence 
and St. Fairy. Recently a Melbourne owner vain- 
ly offered £10,000 for Typhoon. 

Typhoon is a huge gelding, standing 17:3, which 
makes him two inches taller than the mighty 
*Phar Lap. Don Pedro goes 16:2, which gives 
you an idea of the size of this 3-year-old. Typhoon 
is by Defoe, First In by Siegfried, and Royal 
Flight by Salmagundi. 

Old Tranquil Star (by Gay Lothario) was third 
to Lawrence in the Caulfield Stakes and will have 
her hundredth start in the Caulfield Cup on Sat- 
urday. 

Hindu Prince, which cost 1,100 guineas as a 
yearling, remained unbeaten in the Debutant 
Stakes for 2-year-olds, scampering over the four 
furlongs in :48. The Debutante Stakes for 2- 
year-old fillies was won all the way by Joystream 
(by Midstream) in :49. She cost 550 guineas as 
a yearling and because she had not pleased her 
trainer, Theo Lewis, during the week, she eased 
in the betting from 3-1 to 12-1 and then there was 
some fun. 

Lewis won a double on Saturday when Hunting- 
dale (by Solar Bear) won the Toorak Handicap 
of £1,500, running a mile in the smart time of 
1:37, and with St. Fairy and Huntingdale to rep- 
resent him he has bright prospects of winning the 
Caulfield Cup. Both these horses will run well, 
but I think the winner will come from Spearmain 
(by Manitoba), Lawrence’s stablemate Three 
Wheeler (by Manitoba), and Rainbird (by The 
Buzzard). Lou Robertson trains both Lawrence 
and Three Wheeler and could easily land the two 
cups double. 

At Caulfield on Saturday the paid attendance 
was 59,000 and the tote turnover was £183,389, 
compared with the previous best of £172,189 for a 
daily handle at Caulfield. 

In Sydney on Saturday, Flight, which cost only 
40 guineas as a yearling, won the Phar Lap 
Handicap (a new race) at Randwick to make her 
stakes winnings £18,000. She is now on her way 
here to run in the Melbourne Cup.

The West Coast’s 
Favorite Rider 


By Clair E. Getty, Jr. 


NGLEWOOD, Calif—‘‘Challenge Me _ was 

placed well up in early running and making a 
determined bid when put to pressure picked up 
Sirde nearing finish to win under an excellent 
ride.’ Mr. Murphy was right. It was an excel- 
lent ride. Hollypark will wait a long time before 
it again witnesses such an exhibition of reinsman- 
ship. Tony Skoronski was aboard a horse in the 
Gold Cup which had not won one of his ten starts 
this year. Yet in the $75,000 added Hollywood 
Gold Cup Tony Skoronski was a half-length ahead 
on Challenge Me when they crossed the finish line. 

This was the usual ride to the thousands of fans 
who had been following the Polish lad from Chi- 
cago since his arrival during the second week of 
Hollywood Park racing. To others, it was a light- 
weight beating out the champ and the ex-champ. 
To me, it was the personal satisfaction of seeing 
a lad make good his promise of weeks before that 
he was going to take the best horse he ever knew 
to the highest rungs of the Turf ladder of fame. 

I met Tony the day he arrived in California as 
the contract rider for the Brolite Farms. His 
new agent, whom he had signed in Chicago, was 
given the job of putting Tony on as many live 
mounts as possible. Sharp Jim Prusa, Jr., an- 
other Polish lad from Chicago, had jumped at the 
chance of getting Skoronski’s book and went 
among the Hollypark horsemen, all new to him, 
—— to land his lad on the best mounts avail- 
able. 

On his first day here, Prusa landed Tony on two 
mounts and as the overnights listed A. Skoronski 
as the jockey on Campanula and Jerry Lee for the 
next day, “Lanny,” then director of the Hollypark 
publicity department, sent me down to the jockey 
room to get vital statistics on Mr. Skoronski. A 
bit bashful, Mr. Skoronski would only tell me 
where he was born, where he broke his maiden, 
and a few other details about his riding career. 
But at the time, he declared emphatically that 
Challenge Me was the first horse that he ever won 
a major stake with, that he was the greatest horse 
he ever rode, and that Challenge Me would win 
the Gold Cup. 

Tony, on his first day here, finished down the 
race track on Campanula, odds 60-1. Jerry Lee, 
another 60-to-1 shot, he jumped up right at the 
wire to get a head decision in the $15,000 Se- 
quoia Stakes. 

On the second day, he had six mounts, piloting 
his favorite filly, Me Again, to victory. The third 
day was too bad to mention. However, on Satur- 
day, in the second stakes of the week, he was up 
on Norman W. Church’s Quick Reward and closed 
a little faster than L. B. Mayer’s queen, Busher, 
to take the $25,000 Will Rogers Handicap at 
$36.80 for two. His reputation was made. 

Skoronski started averaging a winner a day. 
With more live mounts, he was closer at the finish 
line—but he got “seconditis.” For about ten 
straight mounts he was photographed into the

second hole. But as the meeting went into its last 
two weeks, he was again hitting. A week before 
the meeting, in the dawn hours at the coffee shop, 
I asked Tony, then my bosom friend, to bring in 
four winners for the day. The first race on Sat- 
urday, October 13, he was out of the money with 
his contract mount Martharine in the first race. 
However, at better than 3 to 1, he brought Nor- 
man Church’s Preserve to a length victory. In 
the third, Full Cry, another stable mount, couldn’t 
match strides with Whirlabout and he finished 
fifth. In the fourth race, longshot Gallahue was 
given a picture decision for win over his Picotee. 

He didn’t ride the fifth, but he took the 3 to 1 
shot War Valor for Howard Hawks to victory in 
the 1%-mile Peggy Ann Garner Purse to set a 
new track record of 2:17. Horsemen still compli- 
ment him for that ride. He was aboard Brolite 
Farms With Pleasure in the Starlet Stakes, but 
the 1:11 pace he set ruined him for the seventh 
furlong. For the nightcap the morning line 
showed 10-1 for Skoronski and Pathfinder, which 
had not won all year. By the time the horses got 
to the gate, Pathfinder was $3.45 to 1. He was 
some 20 lengths behind as they passed the stands 
for the first mile. However, at the end of the 
second mile, Tony and Pathfinder were some ten 
lengths ahead as they crossed the pay-off wire, 
setting a new track record for the distance. Tony 
was quite apologetic over having had only three 
winners. 

Skoronski wanted to ride a winner in a foreign 
country, and the next day he rode at the Hipod- 
romo de Tijuana, old Agua Caliente. He was on

five horses, all but one of which should have been 
at least 10 to 1. Riding on a course with which 
he was wholly unfamiliar, he came within a nose 
of his foreign winner on one occasion but in gen- 
eral had a most unsatisfying day. Three “agents” 
had charged him $3 apiece for getting each of his 
mounts, and for each horse he rode Toney got $10 
and paid out $9 to his agents. The trip cost him 
about $200. 

Some four weeks before the Gold Cup, when 
most of the Hollypark dopesters figured Challenge 
Me as a doubtful starter and had Tony on every 
mount that had a chance in the Cup, he told me 
that he wouldn’t ride any other horse in the stakes 
but Challenge Me. He had ridden Challenge Me 
for his first stakes win (for either horse or 
jockey) in the Arkansas Derby in 1948, and he 
believed the son of *Challenger II to be in the 
best condition and ready for the issue. Challenge 
Me’s mile and a quarter in the phenomenal time 
of 2:0025 showed how right he was. 

Tony is a 23-year-old lad who does between 106 
and 108 pounds. He skipped his last two years of 
high school to work as a hot-walker and stable 
hand in Chicago. In the fall of 1941 he got his first 
chance to ride and in the spring of 1942 broke his 
maiden on Hadamoon. Since then he has had 
about 450 winners. In 1944 Tony ranked ninth 
among American jocks with 159 firsts, 134 sec- 
onds, 118 thirds, out of 900 mounts. He won 
$258,640 in purses. This year, two bad spills kept 
Tony out of the public eye until August, but, 
hitting his stride at Hollypark, he ended up third 
leading rider at the meeting, with 26 winners, but 
any jockey would have traded places with him, as 
he won four of the best stakes at the meeting, all 
at good prices.

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The Fall Sales 
At Keeneland 


HE extraordinary demand for racing and 

breeding stock, and the general high class of 
the consignments to be offered, indicate that the 
second fall sales to be conducted at Keeneland by 
the Breeders’ Sales Company will set new records 
for a mixed vendue at Lexington. During the 
four consecutive days, beginning Monday after- 
noon, November 12, a total of 579 head are cata- 
logued to be sold. At the 1944 record-breaking 
fall sales, only 302 lots went through the ring, for 
a total of $625,550, an average of $2,071. 

George B. (Brownie) Leach, executive secre- 
tary of the Breeders’ Sales Company, reports a 
nation-wide interest in the auctions. He says he 
is constantly receiving phone calls and messages 
for catalogues and hotel reservations from pros- 
pective buyers who will be newcomers this fall. 
Lexington’s hotels hung out the S. R. O. sign some 
time ago for the week of the sales, but like most 
hotels, they will probably be able to dig up rooms 
for a few of those venturesome enough to arrive 
without reservations. 

Buyers seeking broodmares will have a much 
larger selection this year, as the greatest increase 
in number of offerings is in this group. In 1944 
only 56 broodmares were sold, but there are 201 
listed this fall, including several consignments of 
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top-class matrons. During the night sessions, the 
sales will be restricted to yearlings, of which there 
are 292 catalogued, as compared with 209 in 1944. 

For the afternoon sessions, in addition to the 
broodmares, there will be 67 weanlings (24 in 
1944), five stallions (one in 1944), and 14 horses 
of other ages (12 in 1944) to go under the ham- 
mer. 

Perhaps the highest-class yearlings ever to be 
auctioned in the fall at Lexington are catalogued 
for the forthcoming sale. The ten to be sold by 
Col. E. R. Bradley’s Idle Hour Stock Farm, Inc., 
are expected to bring some of the top prices of the 
year. Busher’s half-sister (by *Challenger II) 
and By Jimminy’s half-sister (by War Admiral) 
should attract high bidding as broodmare pros- 
pects without allowing for their potential racing 
class. There appears a very strong possibility 
that the Idle Hour consignment will average high- 
er than any of the leading consignments to the 
summer sales. Greentree Stud, Thomas Piatt, 
Military Stock Farm, and Silver Lake Farm are 
also offering large groups of yearlings which 
should bring fancy prices. 

Among the broodmares to be offered, the con- 
signments of Marshall Field and Greentree Stud 
have attracted wide attention. Mr. Field’s con- 
signment is practically a complete dispersal; he is 
placing on the market 13 matrons with purple 
pedigrees which are likely to draw spirited bid- 
ding. Eight weanlings and a yearling from these 
mares should also be in great demand. Greentree 
Stud, the largest consignor to the sales, will offer 
11 broodmares. Besides the mares, Greentree 
Stud is selling three stallions—Heather Broom, 
Singing Wood, and The Rhymer—and 13 year- 
lings. The 19 head to be sold by Meadow Sweet 
Farms consist of ten broodmares, seven wean-

North Wales Stud has 
a consignment of nine broodmares and one year- 
ling. 

The afternoon sessions will begin at 2 o’clock, 
the night sessions at 7 o’clock. Barns from B to 
K at Keeneland have been set aside to house the 
consignments. Only stock to be sold at the Mon- 
day and Tuesday sessions will be at the track for 
inspection preceding and during the Monday sale. 
Consignments for Wednesday’s sale will reach 
Keeneland Tuesday, those for Thursday’s sale will 
arrive on Wednesday. Persons attending the 
sales may obtain meals at the race-track kitchen 
located in the stable area. 

The personnel conducting the sales will be the 
same as at the recent auctions of the company. 
“Doe” Bond and George Swinebroad will alternate 
as auctioneers and Joe H. Palmer will serve as an- 
nouncer. 

Again the sales company will have in effect its 
policy of floor prices: any weanling which may 
bring less than $50, or any older horse less than 
$100, will be returned to the consignor, and The 
Jockey Club will be instructed to cancel its regis- 
tration, thus voiding its Thoroughbred status. 
Last year only three head failed to bring the 
minimum price. 


MARYLAND FALL SALES 


760 Per Cent Increase 


XCEPT for a sale of horses in training con- 

ducted in 1943 the Maryland Horse Breed- 
ers’ Association discontinued its fall series of 
auctions after 1942. With the war over and the 
horse business gone ’way past normal, the asso- 
ciation resumed its sales this year, and the con- 
trast between the results of this year and those 
of the 1942 auctions provides a striking revelation 
of what has happened in the Thoroughbred mark- 
et in three years. The following table compares 
1942 and 1945 sales:

In 1945 the breeders’ association sold 58 per 
cent as many horses as in 1942 and collected for 
them 500 per cent of the amount of money col- 
lected in 1942. The increase in the overall aver- 
age for the mixed sales was 760 per cent. 

Results of the first two sessions of the series 
were given in THE BLOooD-HorsE of last week, page 
859. The summary for the final session, held 
Wednesday morning, October 31, is given below. 
On the final day 26 head of horses in training 
were disposed of for $46,150, average $1,775, the 
highest prices being paid for 2-year-olds con- 
signed by B. B. Jones’ Audley Farm. 

The final session included the last of the horses 
in the dispersal of the Thoroughbred holdings of 
Jerome H. Louchheim’s estate. During the three 
days 14 head owned by the Louchheim estate were 
sold for a total of $17,175, average $1,227, and 
four other horses owned in partnership by the 
estate and Mr. Louchheim’s cousin, Henry S. 
Horkheimer, were sold for $4,000—a total of $21,- 
175 for the 18 head. Another horse in training 
owned by the Louchheim estate, the 2-year-old 
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filly Witty Jean, was withdrawn because of hav- 
ing been claimed two days earlier. 


The last eight head sold Wednesday (given at 
the bottom of the summary below) were late en- 
tries in the sale, advertised only in a hastily pre- 
pared supplementary catalogue. 


Several head were catalogued for the account 
of Audley Farm, owned by B. B. Jones, who be- 
cause of his advanced years has retired from the 
active role he played for many years. These were 
catalogued under the instructions of Mr. Jones’ 
brother, W. I. Jones, of Baltimore, who an- 
nounced on the day of the auction that three of 
the 2-year-olds consigned to the Wednesday sale 
had been sold privately to J. H. (Bud) Stotler, 
for the account of Charles S. Howard, of San 
Francisco. These were Minstrel Boy, V-Boy, and 
Duchess Doreen, the last-named a sister to the 
good-class Miss Doreen, by Pilate out of the noted 
mare Princess Doreen, which was 21 years old 
when Duchess Doreen was foaled. In the sale 
Mr. Stotler purchased two others from the Aud- 
ley consignment and W. I. Jones himself bid in 
another. 


Six head consigned by R. J. Randolph to the 
final session were withdrawn. Mr. Randolph 
stated that he had been unable to make arrange- 
ments to deliver the horses in time for the sale. 


The following summary gives the buyers and 
prices for the final session:

These criticisms show astounding ignorance, 
but more likely just a plain perverse nature. We 
do not attack the mink merely because his meat 
is hideously unpalatable nor do we run down his 

Yet some of your editors’ pocketbooks have 
become noticeably thinner because of the very 
same mink. 

In answer to the breeding question I will mere- 
ly say that there has been an attempt to improve 
the breed of horses, which is much more than can 
be said of even human beings themselves who 
practically outlaw the frank discussion of the im- 
provement of their own breed.

Celt—*Fairy Ray, by Radium, and famous 
as the dam of Petee-Wrack, Gallant Fox, Fight- 
ing Fox, and Foxbrough, died at Arthur B. Han- 
cock’s Claiborne Stud, near Paris, Ky., on Octo- 
ber 27. Her death was believed caused by old 
age, as no other cause was apparent. She was 
buried on the farm. 

Producer of the winners of $600,030 in the 
United States and £4,010 in England, Marguerite 
was the leading broodmare in this country in 
point of money won by her offspring until her 
record was surpassed by Dustwhirl, dam of Whirl- 
away. Foaled April 24, 1920, Marguerite was 
bred by A. B. Hancock and E. F. Simms and was 


foaled at Mr. Hancock’s Ellerslie Stud, Char- 
lottesville, Va.

Racing in the West 


OMETIMES it is a little difficult for people to 

realize in how many directions racing is grow- 
ing, or how rapidly. A man reading Daily Racing 
Form east of the Mississippi River might go a 
lifetime without thinking of Albuquerque, but 
consider the following notes, extracted from a let- 
ter received last week from Herman Lindauer, of 
Deming, chairman of the State Racing Commis- 
sion of New Mexico. 

At the New Mexico State Fair meeting held Oc- 
tober 7 to October 14 at Albuquerque—eight days 
—there were 66 races with a purse distribution of 
approximately $70,000, an average of $8,750 daily 
and $1,060 a race. The pari-mutuel pools totaled 
$1,109,622. The last day $190,332 was handled. 

“The State Fair Handicap,’ Mr. Lindauer 
wrote, “saw 17 starters go to the post. Two start- 
ing gates were used and the race from start:to 
finish was as good and thrilling as could be seen 
anywhere. The Burris entry of Princess Rhoda 
and Cripple Bar finished first and second. Mr. 
Burris is a resident of Santa Fe, N. M. [Princess 
Rhoda is a 7-year-old bay mare by Spanish Play— 
Bibboo, by For Fair, and was bred by Byrum 
Brothers, of Milltown, Ind.] 

“The daily quarter horse races maintained their 
usual high interest. The Hepler Brothers’ good 
mare Shu Fly [or Shoo Fly] won her two starts 
with ease. Incidentally, Elmer Hepler is now a 
member of this State’s racing commission. 

“The racing plant was greatly enlarged this 
year but there was still considerable difficulty in 
handling the biggest crowd in the Fair’s experi- 
ence. It is hoped that barn and other backstretch 
facilities will be greatly improved for next year’s 
racing.” 

Incidentally, Mr. Hepler several times has of- 
fered to match Shoo Fly at a quarter of a mile 
against any horse in the world and for whatever 
amount of money anyone can put up. A race be- 
tween this famous quarter-bred mare and a Thor- 
oughbred sprinter of the class of True North 
probably would bring a crowd as big as a Derby.

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ARMY IMPORTATIONS 


OW at Front Royal, Va., recovering from the 

effects of an arduous sea voyage from Brem- 
erhaven, Germany, are 153 horses recently im- 
ported by the Army Remount Service. In the 
shipment were 65 Thoroughbreds, 40 half-breds, 
22 Arabs, 15 Anglo-Arabs, nine Lippazzaners, and 
one Russian-bred stallion. 

It was the shipment of these horses from Ger- 
many which recently provoked criticism of the 
Army by Drew Pearson, newspaper columnist. 
According to Col. F. L. Hamilton, chief of the 
Army’s Remount Service, the horses arrived in 
poor physical condition and will not be available 
for public inspection until they have regained 
their strength. As a precaution against the 
spread of infectious diseases, the Front Royal 
Remount Depot will be quarantined for 90 days. 
Colonel Hamilton stated that the horses first were 
assembled in Germany in trucks, then moved four 
days by train prior to the rough 20-day sea voy- 
age. An Arab mare foaled en route. 

Among the Thoroughbreds are Taj Akbar, 12- 
year-old brown horse by Fairway—Taj Shirin, by 
Gainsborough, and Athanasius, 14-year-old brown 
horse by Ferro—Athanasii, by Laland. Taj Ak- 
bar, bred by the Aga Khan, at three won the 
Nonsuch Plate, beating *Rhodes Scholar, and the 
Chester Vase, the Princess of Wales’ Stakes, 
beating Omaha, and finished second to *Mahmoud 
in the Derby. In Germany, Athanasius won the 
Derby, the Brown Ribbon, the Grand Prize of 
Baden, and the Grosser Hansa Prize. 

Another of the Thoroughbreds is the 4-year-old 
chestnut colt Nordlicht, by the noted German stal- 
lion Oleander and out of the unbeaten Nereide. 


Cambridgeshire Winner at 40 to | 


Esquire, a maiden 3-year-old bay colt by Solario 
—Fille de Salut, by Sansovino, which sold for 
$400 as an unbroken 2-year-old, won the Cam- 
bridgeshire Stakes at Newmarket, England, on 
October 31 at odds of 40-1. Carrying only 94 
pounds, low weight in a field of 28 starters, and 
ridden by George Packer, a virtually unknown ap- 
prentice, the colt came from behind near the finish 
of the mile race and scored his first victory in 
two seasons. Silver Trap, the heavily supported 
favorite, led for the first two furlongs, finished 
unplaced, Esquire winning by a nose. 

Esquire was bought as a 2-year-old for Mario 
C. Bueno, of Sao Paulo, Brazil, by F. W. Cham- 
berlain, a veterinarian, who said that Bueno had 
commissioned him “to buy a horse likely to win a 
race and be suitable for stud purposes.” After 
the Cambridgeshire the owner announced from 
Sao Paulo the horse would be shipped to Brazil 
soon. Esquire’s dam is a half-sister to “Bahram.

TENNESSEE HERITAGE 


N the first half of the nineteenth century Ten- 
nessee for a considerable period outpaced Ken- 
tucky in the development of Thoroughbred breed- 
ing west of the Appalachians, and until the end 
of the century it had several noted farms which 
were among the most prominent in the country. 
In recent years Tennessee horses—“‘walkers,” sad- 
dle horses, Arabians, Standardbreds, Thorough- 
breds, and others—have begun to reclaim the dis- 
tinction the State once held. 

Gov. James McCord has made it one of the 
primary objectives of his administration to im- 
prove the livestock industry of the State. Asa 
part of his vigorous program the Department of 
Agriculture recently issued a pamphlet called The 
Horse and Its Heritage in Tennessee. It set forth 
some of the State’s ample background, with notes 
on such famous old-time Thoroughbreds as *Glen- 
coe, *Bonnie Scotland, Iroquois, and Himyar, and 
concluded with references to the very active devel- 
opments of recent years. 

About ten thousand copies of the booklet were 
printed, and they proved so popular that the edi- 
tion was quickly exhausted. For its enterprise in 
advertising Tennessee’s horse industry the State 
government was very well repaid. 

Among the organizations which assisted with 
the preparation of the pamphlet and with the 
general program of livestock improvement was 
the new Thoroughbred Club of Tennessee, which 
on October 22 gave a luncheon with Governor Mc- 
Cord and his commissioner of agriculture as 
guests of honor. The Nashville Banner quoted the 
governor: “There is no reason Tennessee can’t be 
the nation’s leading Thoroughbred-breeding area.”

_BEST SELLER first demonstrated his real merit as a top race horse at three when he defeated 
Daily Trouble and others in an overnight race at Laurel and then finished second to Market Wise in 
Pimlico’s Governor Bowie Handicap in the new track record time of 2:43 for a mile and five-eighths. 
BEST SELLER was three times first and four times second in his eight starts at three. At four, he 
won the Governor’s Handicap under top weight of 126 pounds, won the Equipoise Mile at Arlington 
Park in 1:36, won the Skokie Handicap at Arlington Park under 120 pounds, mile in 1:37%5, and won the 
Motor City Handicap at Detroit. He was second to Marriage, beaten only a nose, in the Col. Alger 
Memorial Handicap in time that was but two-fifths off the track record, and in the Widener Handicap 
the same year he was beaten only a head by The Rhvmer after fighting off consecutive challenges from 
such horses as Dit, Attention and Mioland.

Stakes, the Shevlin, Dwyer, Travers and the American Derby, setting a new record for the 
race. Thus to *Sickle, Buginarug produced Bless Me and to *Sickle’s full brother, *Phara- 
mond II, she produced By Jimminy. It will be noted that Buginarug has two close crosses 
to Black Toney, one of the greatest tributaries of the rich source of Domino blood in this 
country. She is by a grandson of Black Toney out of a daughter of Black Toney. 


RACING PERFORMANCE 


BLESS ME, a grand individual, was a top race horse. He made six starts at two, won 
four and was placed in the other two. He won at Saratoga, at Belmont (beating First Fid- 
dle and Wait A Bit) and at Laurel (beating Vagrancy). In the Walden Stakes at Pimlico he 
was beaten only a neck by Alsab. Regarding this race the chart said: 

“Bless Me kept close to the leaders, moved up readily near last turn, came up on 
inside, was bothered slightly, recovered quickly, went to outside and finished a neck 
back of Alsab, wearing him down at every stride.” 

At three, Bless Me won the Saranac Handicap easily by four lengths, mile in 1:37%. He 
won another race at Saratoga by six lengths, mile in 1:37/%5. He won a three-quarter race at 
this age, defeating the 4-year-old Harvard Square, in 1:11%, and was second, beaten a neck 
. ~~ Handicap, giving the winner ten pounds, finishing ahead of Devil Diver, mile in 

736 5. 

While training for the Arlington Classic Bless Me worked 1% miles at Suffolk 
Downs in 1:49%, his fractions for the mile being :46%, 1:0945 and 1:3546. 

At four Bless Me won the Frontier Handicap at Detroit, 14% miles, beating Bon Jour, 
Col. Teddy, Amber Light and Some Man. He won the Gen. Doolittle Handicap, carrying top 
weight, 34 in 1:10%5, also won another % race by six lengths, giving 8 to 16 pounds to each 


of the other starters. In his entire career of 22 starts, Bless Me won ten races, was second 
in four and third in two.

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STIMULATION SUSPENSIONS 


HREE recent stimulation cases involving win- 

ning horses—two in Maryland and one in 
Kentucky—resulted in their trainers receiving 
suspensions. 

At Baltimore, on October 25, the Maryland Rac- 
ing Commission gave Trainer James McGee the 
minimum one-year suspension when it was found 
that a saliva specimen from British Buddy, taken 
just after the 3-year-old had won the Maryland 
Handicap at Laurel Park on October 13, showed 
the presence of caffeine. Morris Wexler, of Cleve- 
land, owner of the colt, was absolved of any 
knowledge of the stimulation, but McGee, as train- 
er, was held responsible. In its ruling, the com- 
mission said that McGee received the minimum 
penalty “because of his previously unblemished 
record in 28 years of racing and the fine character 
witnesses that appeared in his. behalf.” Among 
the witnesses appearing for McGee was John A. 
Healey, trainer for the Christiana Stable, whose 
Service Pilot was second to British Buddy in the 
Maryland Handicap. Later McGee, a Kentuck- 
ian, announced he was considering an appeal of 
the commission ruling in court. 

The commission finding disqualified British 
Buddy from the $11,575 first money in the Mary- 
land Handicap, moved up in his place another son 
of Pilate, Christiana Stable’s Service Pilot, out of 
the stakes winner Roseretter, from the prolific 
Garden of Allah family. It was Service Pilot’s 
first stakes win. (See THE BLoop-HorsE of Octo- 
ber 20, page 682.)

THE BLOOD-HORSE 


On October 24, the Maryland Racing Commis- 
sion handed down a ruling which suspended 
Trainer J. J. Bauer indefinitely and banned his 
employer, the Norwalk Stable, from racing its 
horses until definite ownership of the stable could 
be established. Bauer had saddled Norwalk Sta- 
ble’s Armistice Day to win the fourth race at 
Laurel Park on October 16, but a saliva test re- 
vealed later that the gelding had been adminis- 
tered benzedrine. According to the commission’s 
records, it was the second time Bauer had been 
suspended for allegedly stimulating a horse in his 
charge. The commission said he had been sus- 
pended for 60 days in 1938 for a similar offense. 


The question of ownership of the Norwalk 
Stable arose when George P. Mahoney, chairman 
of the commission, quizzed Edward Segal, of New 
York City, who said he had bought the string of 
horses from his brother Samuel Segal but had not 
paid him in full. Mahoney declared he was “sus- 
picious” about the ownership and announced the 
decision to suspend the stable until Edward Segal 
could produce books, facts, and figures to prove he 
owned the horses. The commission ruled that 
Armistice Day be deprived of the winner’s purse 
in his race of October 16. 

At Louisville, on October 26, the stewards at 
Churchill Downs announced that “a saliva test 
on the horse Shade Ruff, which won the second 
race Monday, October 22, disclosed the presence 
of alcohol.’”’ Accordingly the stewards held Train- 
er Chester Caldwell responsible under the rules 
of the Kentucky State Racing Commission and 
suspended him for 60 days. Shade Ruff, a 3-year- 
old gelding, is owned by Louis Schlosser, of Des 
Plaines, IIl., whose stable was not suspended from 
racing at the track.

Scratched Because of Darkness 


ORONTO, October 27.—The Canadian racing 

season is over, and a splendid season it was. 
The sport has gained a solid hold on the fans, 
especially in the province of Ontario. Some of 
the other centers, Quebec for example, need re- 
establishing on more solid ground. But, all in 
all, the fans are keen for it as attested by at- 
tendance and mutuel play. 

The wind-up saw a crowd of more than 20,000 
packed into half-mile Dufferin Park. They pushed 
and jammed to make their wagers, and because 
darkness fell early, they had to hustle. They 
went over the half-million mark in wagering on 
seven races. To do that in little Dufferin is quite 
a chore. 

The finish however had a touch of unpleasant- 
ness in a unique way. Horses have been scratched 
from big events—and little ones, too—for various 
reasons. Mainly they are injury, changes in con- 
dition, not being ready to run, too much weight, 
ete. But the leading Canadian-bred money-win- 
ning horse, Tulachmore, was scratched from the 
Bunty Lawless Handicap on the final day of Duf- 
ferin because of darkness. 

Fred Orpen, who controls Dufferin, decided he 
would run the $3,000 handicap though the field 
was small. He decided he would run it as a non- 
betting affair, thus leaving himself with seven 
betting races, the limit of the law for flat events. 
He ran the event as the eighth contest of the 
afternoon rather than fifth or sixth on the card. 

The idea did not suit Tulachmore’s owner, W. 
E. MacDonald. He had seen darkness fall on 
Dufferin. He had a valuable horse. He didn’t 
want to take chances with his horse. He refused 
to run unless the race was moved up earlier on 
the card. Orpen wouldn’t move it. So the race 
was run without Tulachmore and without his sta- 
blemate Vice Admiral. 

This left three starters in the field, Ferry Pilot, 
owned by the Halton Brook Stable and ridden by 
Jockey Warwood, was the winner, with Westport 
Point second and Reply Brief third. For his run 
Ferry Pilot picked up $1,878. 

The fans could hardly see the runners. They 
put on a searchlight for the finish to aid the 
camera-man. It wasn’t needed because Ferry 
Pilot had a long enough lead. 

But the searchlight frightened Ferry Pilot just 
before the finish and he staggered badly as he 
won. Fortunately he was not injured. 

Though it was a non-betting affair, and though 
it was dark, few of the 20,000 fans left the track. 
They wanted to see this race whether or not they 
could wager on it. 


Jockeys and Claims 


OST of the performers will go into winter 
quarters and await the 1946 spring session. 
But many have gone and others will go over the 
border to fall and winter racing, which means 
that Canadian interest will’ be kept much alive. 
Among those which have gone are the best of the 
crop. 
For the Ontario campaign of 98 days the lead- 
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ing rider was young Chris Rogers, who, though he 
missed most of the action in the last two weeks 
at Dufferin because of being at Rockingham Park, 
did manage to pick up 74 winners on the season. 
This was six more than the veteran Joe Cowley, 
who in turn had a lead of six on Johnny Dew- 
hurst, the outstanding rider of feature race win- 
ners in the fall campaign. 


Some good apprentices showed also during the 
Ontario season. Of these Bobby Keane was the 
tops. This lad had 29 winners during the season 
and he did not get his first winner until the 
fourth week of racing in the early summer. Eddie 
O'Sullivan was another who did well, with 26 
winners, while Kenny Warwood had 25, all on the 
Ontario circuit. 

In the claim department the figures showed a 
total of 108 horses changing hands during the 98 
days of action. Last year the figure was 156. 
The difference can be accounted for in the fact 
that all last year there was open claiming. In 
1945 closed claiming was the order, except for 
two weeks in the early action, when 14 claims at 
Woodbine Park indicated a possible “war” and 
brought on the closed rule. 


Plate, Cup and Saucer 


HROUGH an inadvertence in comparing the 

values of the King’s Plate, run at Woodbine 
Park in the spring, and the Mrs. Orpen’s Cup and 
Saucer, run at Dufferin Park in October, I have 
brought down upon myself and THE BLoop-HorsE 
the following reproof from Major Palmer Wright, 
secretary-treasurer of the Ontario Jockey Club: 


In The Blood-Horse of Saturday, October 20, I note 
in your article re Kingarvie and the Cup and Saucer 
(page 102), you claim in the first paragraph that 
this stakes is Canada’s richest, though your state- 
ment is qualified by saying that it is on Canada’s 
best known half-mile track. In the second para- 
graph you go on to say, "the Cup and Saucer was 
worth $10,790, thus topping the famous King's Plate 
of the Ontario Jockey Club in the spring.’ May I 
point out that the King’s Plate, 1945, was worth 
$13,330 made up as follows:
